Process of Making Tapioca 

The origin of tapioca which is be 
coming very expensiye under tlic 
war demands is probably the ‘Ieast 
known of any articlé on the marxct. 
It is manufactured from tapioca flour 
on the Islands of Singapore, Penang 
and Java. This flour is made from 
the tapioca potato, the root of the 
cassava or manioc plant, 
tatoes often weigh over twenty 
pounds, ‘They are washed, skinned, 
cut into small picces and put into a 
grater, where small circular saws re- 
duce them to pulp, The fine flour is 
separated by a revolving drum, and 
after being washed six times is dried 
on heated trays. It is then made into 
dough and pressed through sieves and 
baked.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-WEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 


The sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, Applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the Dis-' 
trict, Entry by proxy may be made at any Do- 
minion Lands Ageney (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. ‘ 

Duties—Six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years, A home- 
steader may, live within nine miles of his home- 
stead ona farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions, A habitable house is required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good stand- 
ing may pre-empt a quarter-sectira alongside his 
homestead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months’ residence in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent; also 60 acres 
extra cultivation, Pre-emption patent may be ob- 
tained as soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions.

Process of Making Tapioca 

The origin of tapioca which is be 
coming very expensive under the 
war demands is probably the least 
known of any article on the market, 
It is manufactured from tapioca flour 
on the Islands of Singapore, Penang 
and Java! This flour is made from 
the tapioca potato, the root of the 
cassava or manioc plant. . These po- 
tatoes often weigh over twenty 
pounds. They are washed, skinned, 
cut into small pieces and put into a 
grater, where small circular saws re- 
duce them to pulp. The fine flour is 
separated by a revolving drum, and 
after being waslied six times is dried 
on heated trays. It is then made into 
dough and pressed through sieves and 
baked. ‘
